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SPIREA THUNBERGI 


(Snow Garland.) One of the earliest of the 
White Spireas—blooms early in the spring, 
when it is covered with a mass of dainty, 
snow-white blossoms.

Sometimes known as the Indian Wahoo. A 
dependable and attractive native American 
shrub.
